Group Seeks 
Globe Link 
On Military

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—Presi- 
dent Truman created Thursday a 
new over-all committee to co-ordi- 

nate the government’s military re- 
lationships with the rest of the 
free world. 

Acting on what he has described | 
as “the most urgent organizational 
problems we face,” Mr. Truman 
established the committee on in- 
ternational security affairs and 
named Thomas Dudley Cabot, Bos- 
ton industrialist and banker, to de 
its chairman. 

Cabot, a newcomer to the Fed- 
eral government, will occupy that 
position by virtue of his nomina- 
tion as director for International 
Security Affairs, a new office to 
be opened in the State Depart- 
ment. 

The committee will consist of 
representatives of the State, De- 
fense and Treasury Departments, 
the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration, and the office of W. 
Averell Harriman, special advisor 
to the President for the co-ordi- 
nation of foreign policy. 


The function of the new com- 
mittee, according to the State De- 
partment and the White House, 
is the “handling of international 
security matters and military and 
economic assistance for mutual de- 
fense.” 

This would include both the, 
military and political alliance, such 
as the North Atlantic Treaty or- 
ganization and the several eco- 
nomic aid programs designed to) 
enable the free European and 
Asiatic countries to strengthen and 
arm themselves. 


The new organization would 
broaden the position once held by | 
James Bruce, former director of | 
the Mutual Defense Assistance 
Program. The government lacks 
at the present time a single agency 
that would tie together the several 
responsibilities of the State and 
Defense Departments and the ECA 
which are uniformly concerned 
with strengthening the military 
‘ position of the United States 
abroad. 

Cabot, according to a memoran- 
dum by President Truman, would 
“represent and speak for the De- 
partment of State on matters of 
policy and program relating to, the 
North Atlantic Treaty, other simi- 
lar international programs and 
military and economic assistance 
for mutual defense.”

The world’s biggest car pro- 
ducer slapped on the embargo last 
Monday in protest against an 
order 48 hours earlier by the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Agency freez- 
ing auto prices at the Dec. 1 level. 

GM was one of four companies 
which had announced price boosts 
on 1951 models since the first of 
this month, raising tags “some- 
thing less than five percent.” But 
it was the only one to use a sales 
ban to fight the first price freeze 
in any industry. 

Ford, Chrysler and Nash also 
had raised prices since Dec. 1. 
Ford and Nash, like the three 
GM divisions, had put its new 
models on sale. Chrysler, like 
GM's Buick and Oldsmobile divi- 
sions, had not yet put the 1951’s 
in dealer hands. 

Since last Saturday’s car price 
freeze, GM appealed to the ESA 
to modify its order. The ESA re- 
jected the appeal. 

GM asked its thousands of deal- 
ers to rebate the difference be- 
tween the old and proposed new 
list prices to all customers who 
took delivery on new models at 
the higher prices. 

Wilson’s appearance on Capitol 
Hill came soon after he had been 
sworn in at the White House as the 
nation’s home-front mobilization 
boss.

Hoover Talk 
Confusing 
To Europe 


Of Chinese Wall

LONDON, Dec. 21—British and 
European thoughts were ‘some- 
what confused Thursday by For- 
mer President Herbert Hoover's 
speech. Just when European na- 
tions were asked to put forth 
greater efforts for their own de- 
fense they learned there was a 


drawal by the United States into 
itself. : 

Mr, Hoover’s statement came 
not long after the Republican at- 


Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
In the words of the -Manchester 
| Guardian, “Where does this leave 
us poor Europeans?” 

The Guardian’s point was that 
the view advanced by Mr. Hoover 
was, not isolationism, but a new 
American nationalism. Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s idea, as it was interpreted 
by the Guardian, was that the 
United States ought to withdraw 
behind a Chinese wall as a kind 


of Gibraltar of Christian civiliza- 


tion and let the rest of the world 
go hang. 

The Guardian noted the United 
States under these circumstances 
might not bg isolationist, but 
would be isolated in a hostile 
world. 

Over here, on the side of the 
world that can be most easily 
overrun by the Soviet army these 
words take on an ominous mean- 
ing. To Europeans, who are 
asked to embark on a dangerous 
course, they mean the division in 
political thought in the United 
States takes on a different idea 
of strategy. 


In Europe it means the United 
States Government in power is 
ready to defend existing lines but 
that the opposition is prepared 
only to liberate them or provide a 
refuge to which a few lucky per- 
sons will be able to escape and 
live their lives as refugees. 


Just when: Europe has been 
asked to agree to a dangerous 
proposal, namely, arming the Ger- 
mans, the elder statesman of the 
Republican Party advocates pub- 
licly. a policy of withdrawal from 
Europe.

The State Needs 
A General Hospital 


If war conditions permit, the proposed 
State General Hospital to be operated in 
conjunction with the Medical School at 
Augusta ought to be built. 


A hospital of the sort asked by the 
Board of Regents, and for which Gov, Tal- 
madge is reported ready to ask the Gen- 
eral Assembly to provide funds, would 
enable the Medical School to increase the 
number of graduates from the present 80 
to 100 annually. That many doctors are 
needed to supply the State’s minimum 
needs. 


Oliver General Hospital, which served 
as a teaching institution for the Medical 
School, has been abandoned by the Army, 
but will be reactivated as a VA hospital 
sometime in the Spring. It will continue 
to co-operate with the Medical School, but 
about 200 of the 450 beds will be for TB 
patients. The Medical School needs more 
general beds for training purposes. _ 

There are reports the Legislature ‘will 
be asked in January to approve a medical 
training plan similar to that. which ‘has 
proved successful in Mississippi. In. sub- 
stance, it allows for loans to medical stu- 
dents in exchange for a promise. to’ prac- 
tice in specified rural areas for’ a given 
period after graduation and internship. 
Fulfillment of the period of rural practice 
cancels the debt: to the State, though an 
option allows repayment in cash, leaving 
the physician free to Hatter where he 
wishes. . 

It is a good plan and: has ‘proved its 
worth in Mississippi. The big: hitch. is 
that all medical schools in the country 
are operating at capacity and. most have 
long waiting lists. It is doubtful that such 
a plan would be very successful for Geor- 
gia unless provisions were made for train- 
ing additional doctors in the State. The 
new hospital would provide the needed 
facilities for expansion of the medical 
school. 

Everything these days must be predi- 
cated on international developments. It 


is certain, -however, that full-scale war, or . 


full mobilization, would increase the need 
for doctors. 

We suggest the Governor and the Legis- 
lature look into the matter of financing the 
proposed hospital by means of:an Author- 
ity empowered to issue bonds for the pure 
pose. This method has proved highly suc- 
cessful in other instances.

An Improvement 


Rep. Bernard Nightingale’s proposal to revise 
@ the county unit system will cause much discus- 
sion between now and the time the Legislature 


convenes next month. The Glynn Countian would abolish the pres- 
ent system of giving the eight most heavily populated counties six 


unit votes, the next 30 largest counties four units and the other 
121 counties two units—a system which is obviously unfair. In 
its place he would apportion each county one unit vote for every 
5,000 persons, or fraction of 5,000. 

There are two exceptions to this. First, he wouldn’t let any one 
county receive more than 10 per cent of the total 743 unit votes 
proposed. Second, he wouldn’t let any county have fewer than 
two units. 


It is presumed that he arrived at the 5,000 figure as the stvallaat 
one for division purposes among small counties. Only nine counties 
have a population smaller than 5,000. It also is presumed that 
Nightingale didn’t want any one county to accumulate too much 
voting power by putting the ceiling of 10 per cent. 


. The Nightingale proposal would not: affect the 
In Primary membership of the General Assembly. Each 
county would, continue to hold its present number of Representa- 
tives. The new proposal would be used only in counting votes 
in State-wide primaries. 

. There are some questions which arise over this plan. . It dis- 
criminates against 54 of the 159 counties. There is only one large 
county, Fulton, which wouldn’t be given one unit for each 5,000 
citizens. Fulton would receive 68 units under the proposal, while 
on a purely population basis it would be entitled to 93—but 93 
would be more than 10 per cent of the total. 


There are 53 counties in the State which have two units under 
the present set-up. Their population ranges between 5,000 and 
10,000, so they would continue to have two units under the new 
proposal. There’s nothing unfair about this. 

‘But there are nine counties with fewer than 5,000 persons 
which also receive two unit votes. Therefore, the 53 counties which 
are entitled to two units are discriminated against by the outright 
gift of an extra unit to those counties which do not have the 
population. 

If the proposal isn’t going to affect membership in the House 
of Representatives, but merely an election count, why not simply 
give those counties with fewer than 5,000 persons one unit vote? 


Better Many observers have commented that the Nightingale 
proposal, while not the complete answer to revision 
of the county unit system, is much better than the present plan. 
Of course, it still would be unfair for Fulton County with 466,172 
people to have only three Representatives while Chattahoochee 
County with only 1,803 persons has one Representative. As long 
as there are 159 counties, however, every county must have at least 
one Representative in the House. There can be no more members 
added to the present 205-member House to care for the larger coun- 
ties—the room won’t hold any more, and a larger membership would 
be more unwieldy than the already huge membership. 
There’s another angle - of Nightingale’s bill which should be 
passed, regardless of the fate of the complete act. It proposes that 
no candidate would receive a county’s unit vote unless he carried 


a majority of the county’s popular vote. 


At present, a State-wide candidate in a three-man race can cae 
the high-point man in a county and receive that county’s total unit 
vote, without carrying 51-per cent of the popular vote. 


Nightingale proposes that in a county where no one gets 51 
per cent of the votes, this county’s upits be divided among the 
candidates 'on.a basis of the popular votes they received. 


There’s nothing unfair about that. It compares with the national 
movement to divide a State’s votes in the electoral college so that 
the minorities in a State will not be completely silent ...a move- 
ment which would help develop a two-party system.

There is a beautiful little inn here with an old Marine Corps 
top sergeant, named Eddie Jones, in charge and that made the town 
all the more interesting. He served baked beans and salami and 
these are enough to attract any ex-sailor or Marine. 


Missing The grasses are recovering from the frosts and the 
~ ©- cattle are looking good. One thing is missing almost 
entirely, however, and that one thing is a pasture legume. I’ve 
seen only one patch of clover and this was just peeping through the 
ground. 

The story seems to be that the dry months of March, April and 
May play havoc with the clover and the only way to keep it alive 
is by irrigation during the dry season. 

The Louisiana white clover seems to be the one most popular in 
the minds of the cattlemen. None of them is popular to the extent 
of being actually used in the pastures. “We haven't gotten around 
to that yet,” is the way we hear the report on clover from the 
farmers themselves. 

I don’t know too much about legumes for this section, but have 
heard that sweet lupine does well in similar-places. So with hairy 
indigo, hubam clover, crotalaria intermedia. Sesbania is said to 
do well around here, but it is also said to be no good for feed. 

My guess is that the Everglades Experiment Station has some 
good legume stashed out ready and waiting for the stockmen to 


make use of. 

. Usually this is the case. The experiment stations 
No Time have the answers, but don’t have the time or the 
facilities for “selling” the idea to the farmers. Also, down in this 
section where the soils are dramatically rich in nitrogen the farmers 
probably feel that there is no use raising a nitrogen-producing crop. 


I would like to know what is wrong with the lespedezas down 
this way. They just don’t exist. And yet they are among the 
very finest legumes to be found anywhere. They do a good job 
of land-holding, land-building and feed-production. They are easily 
planted and easily harvested, either by livestock or by mowing 
machine. 

If Kobe or sericea would work in these parts these folks would 
truly have the world by the ear with a downhill gull. 

As it is, they don’t need much help. Nature has been storing 
up humus for their use during countless years. If only they don’t 
abuse it they will be fixed for generations to come.

For Bargaining 


Or Blockade 


WASHINGTON—Truman Fair Deal Demo- 

crats in the Senate are moving, belatedly, to try 

_ to retain as much power as possible in the 82nd 

Congress. They recognize the cold, hard fact that the power of 

the Southern Democratic wing of the party was considerably 

enhanced by last November’s election. Moreover, Southern Demo- 

crats got the jump on the diminished and somewhat shell-shocked 

Fair Deal element immediately after the election and quickly 
capitalized on their improved position. 

The Southern conservatives settled upon a compromise candi- 
date for Senate party leader to succeed Sen. Scott W. Lucas, of Illi- 
nois, who was defeated and retires Jan. 3. They picked Sen. 
Ernest W. McFarland, of Arizona, and began to line up votes for 
ihim to head off any move by the Fair Dealers. 

The latter woke up a bit late. Finally, they countered a few 
days ago with a candidate of their own, Sen. Joseph C. O’Mahoney, 
of Wyoming, a veteran of far longer service, much more extensive 
legislative experience and greater influence and prestige nationally 
in party affairs. 


Dinner Party The O’Mahoney candidacy evolved from a din- 
ner party given by Sen. Brien McMahon, of 


Connecticut, chairman of the joint Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee and a recognized party leader. Fifteen other Senators 
of the Fair Deal persuasion were present and all 16 sponsored the 
O’Mahoney candidacy. 

An interesting thing about this dinner session is that its pur- 
pose initially was not to put a candidate in the field against Sen. 
McFarland. The object was to lay plans to diminish and divide 
the powers usually’assigned by Democrats to their floor leader. 

Suggestions were made during the dinner meeting that Sen. 
O’Mahoney become a candidate. Though mentjoned prominently 
soon after the November election, he had demurred. But, under 
pressure at the dinner, he acquiesced and his candidacy was an- 
nounced publicly. 

A check indicates that he probably has entered too late. Too 
many Democratic Senators are already committed to Sen. McFar- 


land. However, his candidacy serves to enter a claim for the Fair. 


Deal element and may provide bargaining power for their main 
objectives to get representation in party councils. 

The present custom among Sénate Democrats is for the party 
leader also to be chairman of the party’s policy committee, ‘its 
steering committee which has charge of committee assignments, and 
its party conference. The aim of the Fair Deal element is to 
break these jobs up, as is done among Senate Republicans, so that 
the party leader will not hold all of them and thus concentrate 
power in his hands. That would open the way for Fair Dealers 
to get more of a voice in. party councils, 


Hands Off President Truman has kept aloof from this party 

organization matter in the Senate because he 
wants to keep as much harmony as possible in his party. With 
the close party division—49 Democrats, 47 Republicans—he will 
need every vote, especially in the crisis that now confronts the 
nation. He should have united support from his party on matters 
of national. defense anid foreign policy, which will: be the chief 
consideration for some time at least, for Sen. McFarland and 
the Southerners stanchly back ‘him there. 

For the long range, however, and looking forward to 1952, 
the President will need a record on his domestic program. His 
friends in the Senate are motivated by that political necessity in 
seeking to get as large a voice as possible in Senate party affairs. 
They are at a considerable disadvantage on the Fair Deal domestic 
program, for the Southern Democrat-Republican coalition which 
has operated against it was measurably strengthened by the elec-

BOSTON—“Prof.” James. H. Sheldon is the “administrative chairman” of the 
nonsectarian Anti-Nazi League, a smear-bund which stimulates friction between 


Christians and Jews. 


He is an old hand at the business. In the dark ages of the 


Frankfurter-Laski-Niles combination which planted Frankfurter on the Supreme 
Court, Alger Hiss in the State Department and David K. Niles in the White 


House, Sheldon was an ideological hanger-on at the Ford Lyceum in Boston. 


‘This 


was their stamping ground. Sheldon latched onto the WPA as an executive in the days of the “war 
on want” which cost as much as a shooting-war and mostly satisfied the wants of New Deal para- 
sites and the Communists. Whether Sheldon could have got by in competitive life or even in the 


racket of pédagogy is a question. His profes- 


sional rank was the minimum. 

He has been with the Anti-Nazi League since 
the ’30s. Barring the painful necessity to put 
up with the overbearing conduct of; Isidore Lip- 
schutz for a price, he has done all right for a 
fellow of his character. 


He can pose as a crusader against fas- 
cism and get his picture printed as the head 
of a gang of contemptible sneaks. Lip- 
schutz lurks in the background. 


Laski, an impudent Communist from Eng- 
land, was a pundit at the Ford Lyceum ‘and 
Frankfurter used to say that their reunions were 
for him great spiritual feasts. Laski was con- 
victed of being a Communist when he made 
the mistake of suing an English paper for charg- 
ing that he was one. The paper won and Laski 
had to pay the defendant’s costs. These were 
so great that Laski was knocked for a loop and 
came over here to recoup his fortunes lecturing. 
Niles has hung on and on at the White House. 
His brother, known by the adopted name of 
Elliott, a Boston. politician and salesman, gravi- 
tated upward in the Pentagon from captain by 
political appointment to lieutenant colonel. 


Sheldon has great gall. The Anti-Nazi 
League is a secret service maintained by Lip- 
schutz to spy on Americans who have the effron- 
tery to maintain their own ideas on American 
foreign policy and the constitution. 


Sheldon rattles the cup. That is part of his 
job. Lipschultz pays him to raise money to help 
stand off the pay roll for snoops to pry into the 
affairs of law-abiding citizens. 


A typical Sheldon panhandling letter was 
put into The Congressional Record in May, 1940. 

“Our department of investigation maintains 
a staff of experienced investigators which un- 
covers and discloses the activities of subversive 
groups in our country,” he had written. ip- 
schultz was not then a citizen, and was under 
a dark moral cloud. Yet he and Sheldon took 
it on themselves to decide whether native Ameri- 
cans advocating the constitution were “subver- 
sive.” If Lipschutz disapproved the principles 
of some. patriot, resistant to the Roosevelt here- 
sies, that person was, ipso facto, “subversive.” 

“We have been able to aid officials of our 
government in prosecuting leading members of 
these groups,” Sheldon wrote. ‘To carry on our 
nation-wide activities, we must raise at least 
$250,000 this year. We appeal to you to stand 
by us again, as you did in the past, by con- 
tributing generously and, if possible, increasing 
your contribution. Your support is needed more 


urgently than at any time in the past. For your . 
convenience we are inclosing a statement and a 
return envelope. Please mail your co-operation 
and support.” Bue 

Sheldon then was “chairman of the board of 
directors.” They are very flexible that way in 
the Anti-Nazi League and Lipschutz’ Society 
for the Prevention of World War III, a similar 
outfit. Their titles change with the winds. Lip- 
schutz finances and runs them both. The society 
is supposed to have a president. But there is no 
president on the roster now. 


Lately, trying to raise the wind again, 
Sheldon and Lipschutz were up against it 
for an angle. Lipschutz had been hollering 
for years that Germany was the great men- 
ace, although Germany was flattened out 
and Russia was the menace. 


What does such a one do in a.case like that? 
Sheldon invented a rumor that despicable char- 
acters were whispering that the Jews started the 
Korean War. So this was the “subject” of Shel- 
don’s pastoral letter to the suckers, dated Oct. 20. 


‘He circled around and finally came to the 
bite: “With your help, we will be able to deal 
with these merchants of evil in the same effec- 
tive way that we have dealt with Joseph Kamp, 
now serving a sentence in prison.” 

Kamp is in prison for refusing to turn over 
his records to the House Committee on Lobbying 
so that Sheldon and Lipschutz could know who 
his friends were and set the league’s sneak- 
ing, safe-robbing fly-cops on them. That is why 
Kamp is in prison. And, according to the boast- 
ful innuendo of “Prof.” Sheldon, Kamp was put 
there by the league, an agency of Lipschutz. 

Among my souvenirs is an old letter from 
Julius L. Goldstein, general counsel for the 
league and a member of the board of Lip- 
schultz’ other outfit, the Society for the Pre- 
vention of World War III. These people sue at 
the drop of a hat, knowing that it costs a patriot 
enormous money to defend a suit for telling the 
truth. Sometimes it is hard to prove who is pay- 
ing the expenses for a dummy plaintiff. 

Goldstein wrote me one of those lower-ab- 
dominal letters. 

“T represent the Anti-Nazi Len" he began. 
“I direct your attention” to. a column of mine 
exposing this Lipschutz gang. He then demanded 
“an unequivocal, sincere, full and fair retraction 
containing suitable expressions of regret and 
apology for the wrong done.” 

He never got a word of apology and the 
expose of Lipschutz and his gang has continued. 
I never heard any more from Mr. Goldstein.

Now, I hope you won’t at this 
point in this particular week 
wearily accuse me of making 
more work for you. The things I 
want to talk about don’t really 
represent much labor, and if 
you have children of your own, 
and others in and out of the

The general idea back of my 
suggestion is to have some slight 
thing on the family Christmas 
tree to give to your young visi- 
tors. Most people, I think, don’t 
do this the tree and its trim- 
mings being rather an untouch- 
able. But when you say to a 
little boy. or girl, “Would you 
like something off of our tree?” 
and notice the pleased surprise 
in their eyes, you will feel your 
efforts worthwhile. 


I never like to send people on 
a wild goose chase. So, for this, 
the supplies needed are only % 
or 1 yard of red tarleton (pre- 
ferably); if you can’t get that, 
buy the same amount of green 
mosquito-netting; also biasfold 
cotton seam-binding, in green 
for the red tarleton and red for 
the green mosquito netting. 

Draw a crude outline of a 
sock on stiff paper; then cut it 
out for a pattern. The one I 
did was about 3 or 4 inches 
across the top and about 6 to 7 
inches from top to toe. Lay the 
pattern on a double fold of the 
tarleton, and cut around it. 
Then fold your bias folding, 
hold it against the double edge 
and stitch it on (I used a big 
stitch on the machine) all 
around; let about 6 or 7 inches of 
binding form a loop across the 
top of the sock. Presto! finished. 
This can be filled with popcorn 
or candy or wrapped marshmal- 
lows, or whatever you wish.

When Christmas Eve comes, 
Frank Garrett likes to sit, with 
his wife at his side, and his tiny 
Martha on his lap, and tell them 
a Christmas story that is true, 
and that belongs to them. 


He likes to tell it, because it’s 
one of those rare stories that 
are full of love, and full of 
Christmas, the way Christmas 
was meant to be. 

The story happened in the vil- 
lage of. Quidenham, England, 
during the last war. Garrett 
was stationed there with the 
Air Corps. 

It has been said that during 
the war there was sometimes 
coolness and a lack of under- 
standing among the English and 
the Americans, but this was not 
true in this town. The villagers 
loved the flyers and the flyers 
loved the villagers, and when 
the airmen went out on their 
missions, the people of the town 
prayed for their safety, and 
they mourned deeply for those 
who did not return. 


._ The people of the village wor- 

shipped at St. Andrew’s Church, 
a small Anglican church built in 
the seventeenth century. In this 
church light filtered through 
stained-glass windows and shone 
on the carved-oak 


here that the townspeople and 
the flyers came to pray, and to 
fill the deep need that was in 
their hearts, for the church was 
full of peace, and you could feel, 
there, the spirit of God. 


There was one window in the 
church, however, that had never 
been finished and it was the 
largest window of all. A black- 
out curtain covered it, and the 
people of the church had talked 
wistfully since the church was 
built, of placing stained glass in 
the window. But they had 
never had enough money.
